I've been a Boatanchors member long enough that when I first joined my 
machine was running CPM 3 and had a whopping 128K of RAM. After three or 
four "private" messages from Jack, I (mostly) learned not to join in 
free-for-alls or flame wars as they were once called. So I'm not going to 
comment one way or the other on museums. However, on the issue of what'll 
become of our hard won collections and the apparent lack of new members to 
the fraternity, I will comment. Positively, I think. 


I've been an MVPA member for mumble years. I joined because of the radio 
connection mainly, as all of my extra money always seemed to end up going 
into green radios rather than green vehicles. But that's another story. The 
MVPA ranks don't seem to be shrinking as far as I can tell. At Brent 
Mullins' recent Open House, there were a fair number of attendees under 40. 
And they weren't all rug rats. I buy, sell, collect and work on older 
military radios. I've noticed a significant increase over the past year in 
the number of vehicle people (and a few re-enactors as well, which isn't 
necessarily the same group) who want (a) correct radios for their application 
(no RT-524's or RT-68's in GPW's) and (b) working sets in original condition 
(no Motorola Family Fones or whatever they are called hidden inside). There 
was a time when all the MV people wanted a radio in their vehicles (there are 
probably more Jeeps today with SCR-610's in them than there were during 


WW-IT). But they didn't care what was on the inside so long as the outside 
was nice shiny Signal Corps green wrinkle. 


A couple of years ago, I sold a pair of BC-611's to a guy in Kansas. No 
guts, as he wanted to put "modern" radios in ‘em. Week before last, they 
showed back up on my front doorstep with instructions to put the original 
guts back in and bring them back to original working (at least as well as 
they ever worked) condition. 


This same individual and his friend are tickled pink (or maybe green in this 
context) that the SCR-528 and SCR-510 in their respective vehicles actually 
work and talk to each other. 


I realize that none of this is going to give a warm fuzzy to Drake or Johnson 
collectors but at least it's positive rather than negative in terms of 
vintage tube hardware survival.

Not easy to find. The "Audio Level" meter is a 600 ohm VU instrument in a 
1.25" military case. I used to run into these with reasonable frequency at 
East Coast flea markets. This meter is nice to have but not necessary for 
operating the rig. The "Test" meter has custom scales for battery (input) 
voltage, and PA grid and cathode current printed on with the radioactive 
paint used back then. This one is hard to find. A 1.25", 25ma instrument 


can be substituted here and in normal operation all readings come up 
nominally at mid-scale.

I'm remembering a bit more (scary) about this amp. I believe mine 
was a 2000+, which I think is pretty close. 


It ran as a "swamped grid" class AB1 amplifier with ten (10) 6LB6's. 
A set of ten matched tubes was $29.95 from Galaxy. 


The power supply was about 850V for the HV, and about 200V for the 
screens. The filament supply was 63VAC as all ten tube filaments were 
run in series. 


It had a unique Linearity system that adjusted the grid bias 
dynamically to improve linearity. 


To accommodate the very low output impedance of all those paralleled 
tubes, it used a differential capacitor on the input to the Pi-net, 
with the plate coupling cap connected to the center of the two 
differential caps. 


It actually put out about 1100W DC, albeit for a short time! The HV 
was reduced to about 600V for CW (AND RTTY!!!) for about a KW input. 


If I come across any "hard" info, I'll let you know.
